Quanah Parker a Famous and 


Picturesque Chief. 


Noted Comanchc Credited With Hav- 


ing Killed Many White Men Has 


Lately Ltved Like a Lord 


in Oklahoma. 


Lawton, Ok.—Ono of tbo wealthiest 


nnd most picturesque American In- 
dians passed away recently here. In 
the death of Quanah Parker, tho fam- 
ous chief of tho Comnuo.be trtbo. 
He 


was credited with having killed hun- 
dreds of white men in his early dnya, 
but for years ho had lived n civilized 
life. 


Chief Qunnnh lived like a lord In a 


?G,000 mansion, oaid wan tho proprie- 
tor of a great cattle ranch, besides 300 
acres of farming land under excellent 
cultivation. Some estimates placed 
his wealth at $1,000,000. 


Ho had seven wives and Innumera- 


ble children. Threo of his sons stud- 
ied nt tho Indian school at Carlisle, 
Pa,, sonio years ago. 


The chief was a frlond nnd admirer 


of Col. Roosevelt, with whom he had 
hunted, and wns accustomed to tell 
with pride how when It wns proposed 
to sell certain Comnnche lands for 
?1.50 on acre, his protest to the col- 
onol, who was then "president, brought 
a prompt promise thnt the price should 
not bo under $G nn aero. 


Parker had completely mastered nn 


appetite for strong drink and ho de- 
spised gambling, n vice lo which great 
numbers of Ills people wero addicted. 


Tho chief was tho son of n whiio 


woman, Cynthia ^Ann Parker, daugh- 
ter of Gen. Isaac Parker, a distin- 
guished Texas politician, who over CO 
years ago lived in Parker county, that 
state, Sho was captured when •) years 
old by a maraudiug bund 
of 
Co- 


ninnches, which attacked the family 
home. 
Tho child grew up as an In- 


dian, learning their language, and fln 
nlly marrying Chief Quanah, ono of 
tho warriors of tbe tribe. 


When little Quanah wns n small boy 


his mother was retaken by her friends 
and restored to her old home in Texoa. 
But tbe new surroundings were in no 
way suited to tho wild spirit sho had 


Quanah Parker, 


jubibed, and she besought her friends 
'to permit her to return to her tribe. 
This they refused to do, and she died 
of a broken heart. 
Quanah, then 
a 


youth, wont back to his people and 
fought the whites until 1874, when he 
surrendered to Gen. 
MacKenzlo 
at 


Fort Sue, Ok. 


After thnt Quanah became as good 


a citizen as he had been 
a soldier. 


Tho town of Quanah, Tex,, was named 
for him, and he 
gave considerable 


sums of money to the public institu- 
tions of the town. 
He accumulated 


property rapidly and he knew how to 
take caro of it when be got It. But he 
was generous, and had 
a host of 


friends among tbe whites, while among 
the Comanches he was looked up to 
as a sort ot deml-god.

"Unable to reach the upper floors, 


tho firemen resorted to the use of life 
nets. 
In most Instances 
tho 
nets 


proved to be worthless. 
Some of 


them broke under the pressure of a 
single body. 
Others were torn by 


two or more persons 
alighting 
la 


them at tho same time. One net was 
lying In tho street after the fire with 
six bodies tangled In It. 


Grocery wagons and even pushcarts 


were pressed Into service to get the 
wounded people, most of whom were 
young girls, to drug stores and hos- 
pitals. 
Stores In tho neighborhood 


were turned Into temporary morgues. 


A great crowd gathered around the 


scene of tho fire. 
Factories In the 


neighborhood wore soon emptied of 
their employes. 


Some of the revelations brought out 


by Fire Marshal Beers in his public 
Inquiry Into the causes of tho lire 
show that tho poor girls in that panic 
rush to escape from the names found 
traps at every turn. 


It seemed that the very arrange- 


ment of the workroom was a trap, 
with 700 women, Jammed back 
to 


hack at their machines. 
When tho 


panic started, tho narrow aisles be- 
came blocked with chairs and the 
girls were In confusion before they 
even started 
for the doors. 
Then 


there was n scarcity of exits, 
the 


Inward opening doors and the death 
trap "lire escapes." 


"The nre, without any 
question, 


started from a cigarette or a match 
thrown Into a pile of lawn clippings— 
light cotton stuff," said Marshal Beers. 
"There was no gasoline about 
the 


place, so far as I could learn and the 
machinery power was furnished 
by 


electric motors. But I can prove that 
cigarette smoking was no uncommon 
practice among the men employed In 
the factory.

was trying to get the girls in line to 
march "to tho fire escape and to the 
elevator doors. 
But the • poor things, 


in most cases, understood only Yid- 
dish and did not know what ho was 
saying to them."

Owen of Detroit In His Search 


for Hiding Place of Key to 


Ancient Mystery. 


London.—During the last three days 


general attention "has once more been 
called 
to 
the, evergreen 
Bacon- 


Shakesponro controversy by the news 
that Dr. Orville Owen of Detroit has 
begun extensive digging In the bed >or 
the River Wye at Chopstow. 


The doctor IB not digging for treas- 


ures. Besides himself and the Duke 
of Beaufort, whom be hns succeeded 
In Interesting In his search, no one 
knows exactly the nature of- his mys- 
terious quest. The American has de- 
clared, however, that he hopes to dis- 
cover nothing lees than undlsputable 
proofs that Bacon \was the real au- 
thor of the Shakespearean works. 


It IB asserted by some Baconians 


that Sir Francis Bacon was a son of 
Queen Elizabeth and rightful heir to 
the throne, and that 
he published 


things which he dared not publish un- 
der hla own name, hiding them by 
means of a cipher In his plays, which 
•were 
Issued, under the name of 


Shakespeare. 


It Is this cipher which Dr. Owen 


has come from Detroit to England to 
flnd. 'He had been laying his plans 
wore than a year, and 'now has suc- 
ceeded In obtaining leavejto make ex- 
tensive excavations In the'mud of the 
Wye on the property, of the Duke of 
Beaufort. 


The work can only be accomplished 


at'low tide, and the strenuous efforts 
of a dozen diggers already have pro- 
duced results which 
tho American' 


doctor considers justify, his search. 
A few logs'of oak and,-pieces of ce- 
ment were raised., from ono of the 
numerous holes dug dn the "river bed. 


"Logs 
float,", argues Dr. Owen. 


'.'They could not be imbedded in the 
mud unless, purposely.fcplace.d there, 
and cement Is. much the, sort'of thing 
that would bo used la walling up a 
hidden object." 


The doctor declared he was under 


contract not to divulge the first fruits 
of his search to the newspapers, and 
refused to tell how he discovered the 
exact spot where, according to his be- 
lief, lies the key to the great literary 
Question. 


It has, however, transpired that one 


clow was given him by a line In the 
first folio edition, 1623, of 
Shakes- 


peare opposite his portrait. 


"It was for gentle Shakespeare, 


cut," which can be read Into "Seek, 


sir. for a true angle at Chepstow." • 


Owen spent last year searching for 


tho "angle" and explored Chepstow 
castle without results. As soon as he 
received the Duke of Beaufort's per- 
mission, it Is said, the doctor, who 
^never. had been at Chepstow before, 
found'his way through the'woods to a 
spot ono mile from the castle, to- 
wards the Wye. He walked with the 
secret of his cipher and.without hesi- 
tation directed the-workmen to begin 
digging at a certain bend In the river. 


According to an Express correspon- 


dent Dr. Owen showed him the source 
of Information which enabled him to 
locate the precise spot where a manu- 
script was hidden. It Is a long scroll, 
35 feet In length and a yard wide, 
which at first glance appears nothing 
more than a conglomeration of print- 
ed letters nnd utterly meaningless. 


If, however, the words are picked 


out In ellptlcal 'formation they make 
•a group and sentences such as "I fill- 
ed up the shallow wnter with mud 
and beams," "I cut -down all treea and 
turned the course of the river," and 
•"make a triangle of 123 feet 
due 


north and 33 paces" become plainly 
visible.

twenty-seven echools where 9,200 are 
noeded. Tho great point, however, Is 
to assure all tho 
19,000,000 school 


children in the United States their 
share of the fresh 
nlr.' Then 
tho 


problems of smoke nuisance, bad air 
in theaters, churches, street cars, nnd 
trains will be on the high roar) to so- 
lution, for public opinion will demand 
and get better ventilation. 


The expense in the open air schools 


incurred on -account of food, clothing, 
special attendants, and 
usually 
the 


building, is borne by some private 
agency. 
The average cost for such 


schools, exclusive of the original cost 
of special equipment, is from 20 cents 
to 2» cents per school day per child. 
In the open window room any extra 
expense for food, clothing, attendants, 
and cost "of special equipment Is also 
borne by some private agency. 
Tho 


school board, T think, in every In- 
stance, has supplied the teacher and 
all school equipment and supervision. 


"The regime for the open-window 


room, at least in Chicago, has not 
been standardized yet, but I think all 
•will agree that there should be caje- 
ful medical inspection In selecting 
the children, that their temperatures 
should be taken, that .the homo condi- 
tions.-of 
the 
children .should, be 


known and made suitable If possible, 
and that the services of a nurse or 
attendant to supplement the teacher's 
work by taking care of, feeding, wrap- 
ping the children up when they are 
lying down, helping to remove wet 
clothing, etc., should he a part of the 
scheme. 


"Chicago also Is planning to havo 


three or four rooms where children 
still more normal are taken care of, 
nnd where it is hoped that the only 
addition to the usual school regime 
will be more careful 
and 
detailed 


medical inspection. These will prob- 
ably be known as low temperature 
rooms, but' It Is distinctly to be un- 
derstood that low temperature In this 
case Is-synonymous with fresh air. 


"Now, as to the results: 
The uni- 


versal testimony of these open air 
schools is that the children gain In 
weight, that temperatures are reduced, 
that listless children become alert 
and attentive and that there 
Is a 


marked change -in the mental grasp 
of the children. 
In the Elizabeth 


McCormlck open-air school there was 
an average gain of over four pounds. 
All of the children made one grade, 
although there was 
one-third 
less 


time spent on the school work, three 
of them made two grades 
and 
one 


made three."
